‘“The wheat*crop will be far 
short of whatit was last year,but 
it is probable that the farmers of 
the west will have quite as much 
money in their pockets as they 
did last year, for the reason that 
the wheat erop the world over 
has fallen off considerably and so 
the prices will go up.” 

This is the opinion of the west- 
ern wheat prospects expressed 
by Mr. James Carruthers, who 
has just returned from a visit to 
Prince Rupert, the new Grand 
Trunk Pacific terminal. 

Coming down to figures, Mr. 
Carruthers stated that the yield 
of wheat this year in Manitoba, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan would 
not pass 75,000,000 bushels as 
compared with 100,000,000 last 
year. The crop of the world, 
however, would be short fully 
300,000,000 of the figures estab- 
lished in 1906. 

Taking up the crop in detail, 
Mr. Carruthers said that west of 
Brandon he found the crop a 
good ‘deal better than in the 
southeast. In fact, the crop ig 
poor in southern Manitoba, The 
future depends to agreat extent 
on the continuance of fine 
weather and the absence of frost, 
which is a frequent visitor in the 
month of August. There can be 
no doubt, he continued, as to the 
lateness of the crop and he did 
not expect cutting to any creat 
extent befora the first of Sep- 
tember, and there will be a lot 
that will not fall before the fif- 
teenth. But with fine weather 
the farmers will be quite as well 
off as they will get from ten to 
fifteen cents more per bushel for 
Hau wheat than they did in

The Maori Tattooer, 

The song of the Maori tattooer in 
days of old was prophetic, for. his 
will soon be a vanished art. Already 
much has, according to The British 
Australasian, been lost regarding the 
value and significance of the chiselled 
spirals and arabesques, for when the 
Maori of the old school disappeared 
beneath the tide of an advancing 
civilization the key to this knowledge 
was buried with him. Neither the 
white man nor the modern Maori can 
explain the principles on which the 
moko or face-markings, of one chief 
used to differ from that of another, 
or can interpret the imagery express- 
ed in the various spirals. The prac- 
tice of tattooing is dying out so rapidly 
‘that the timie seems near at hand 
when the history of this astonishing 
custom will have to be taken from 
the dried specimens. It is this that 
makés Major-Gen. Robley’s collection 
of dried tattooed heads so interesting 
and valuable. ~This collection, pa- 
tiently gathered together during a long 
series of years, contains no less than 
thirty specimens of tattooed heads, 
ranging in period from 1770 to 1831, 
and illustrating with remarkable com- 
pleteness the style and skill of the 
old-time Maori artists. These heads 
exceed in number those to be found 
in the museum of New Zealand, the 
British Museum, the Jardin des 
Plantes, the Royal Museums of 
Washington, Rome, Sydney, and oth- 
ers combined. The collection is thus 
unique, and, indeed, irreplaceable. It 
is carefully classified and arranged,- 
and shows the wild art in its differ- 
ent conventional stages from the 
young warrior to the tukipu or fully- 
tattooed chief. Many visitors from 
New Zealand have been to see Major- 
Gen. Robley’s collec:ion in London, 
and have expressed. the hope that 
it will find a resting-place in the 
country from which it originally 
came. This also is the desire of the 
owner of the collection, and though 
he has received offers from continen- 
tal museums, he is willing to give 


the New Zealand Government an op-- 


oortunity of acquiring the relics for 
preservation in one of the museums 
of the colony. New Zealand has saf- 
fered seriously from the depletion of 
its most notable relics during the vast 
hundred years, and every effort 
should be made to repair the mischief

PRISONERS IN SCOTLAND. 


Standard:of .Education Among Them 
Is Low—Taught Trades. 


The annual report of the Prison 
Commissioners for Scotland, just is- 
sued, contains some interesting infor- 
mation on criminology north of the 
Tweed. The numbers received into 
prison were unfortunately higher than 
usual, and the increase in such crimes 
as assaults on the police, cruelty to 
children. and drunkenness, is account. 
ed for by the fact that 1906 was a 
prosperous year of employment in the 
lower grades of labor. Too many pri- 
soners have never ‘been taught any 
trade. The standard of education 
among them is low. Out. of 54,000 
convicted“ prisoners, the report states, 
only 28 had a superior education, and 
one-sixth were illiterate. Many, of 
course, shows signs of defective in- 
tellect. The main idea of the treat 
ment of a prisoner is to teach him 
some useful trade so that he may 
have the means of earning an honest 
livelihood on leaving jail. The .phy- 
sical welfare of the prisoners is well 
looked aftet. The men are drilled. 
and the women are given classes in 
Swedish drill. The:presence of a smal] 
mirror in each. cell has gone -a long 
way towards heightening pride of ap- 
pearance in both men and women 
prisoners. :
